CARRIER, FLIES 
5000 MILES, NEW 
RECORD WITH LOAD 


Feat Doubles One of 
Longest ‘Wartime Mis- 
sions— Huge Plane Up 
36 Hours—Can Carry 
Own Fighter Planes. 


WASHINGTON, May 20 (UP)— 
An Air Force B-36 Superbomber 
recently flew 8000 miles with a 
dummy bombload of probably five 
tons, it was learned today. It was 
aloft for a day and a half in what 
was described as probably a rec- 
ord flight with a cargo. 

This feat puts in the minor 

leagues any wartime achievements 
in aircraft range, even when al- 
lowance is made for the difference 
between actual bombing operations 
and single-plane simulated mis- 
‘sions. It may be compared with 
the highly publicized 4600-mile 
trips flown in April by two B-29 
Superforts, each with a five-ton 
bombload. 
The Air Force, in confirming 
the flight, said it was made May 
13 and 14. The bomber shuttled 
back and forth between Carswell 
Air Force Base, Fort Worth, Tex., 
and Southern California. It said 
the demonstration was “another 
step in a testing program which 
is by no means complete.” 
Drop Made As in War. 
The B-36 dropped its “bomb- 
load” approximately half way 
through its flight, as in actual 
combat operations. 

The B-36's demonstration Means 
that if it flew its 8000 miles in a 
straight line and had adequate 
bases at the other end, it could do 
something like this: 

From Fairbanks, Alaska, it could 
fly to any point in the world with 
the sole exceptions of the southern 
tip of South America, a portion of 
Madagascar and South Africa, and 
Antarctica. 

If it flew out from Fairbanks 
for 4000 miles and returned, it

$2,602,000 INCREASE 
IN CITY TAX LEVY; 
MOSTLY IN REALTY 


A total tax levy of $31,651,054, 
an increase of $2,602,762 over last 
year’s levy, was reported to Comp- 
troller Louis Nolte today by 
Charles P. Deutsch, tax examiner 
in the comptrolier’s office, Of 
the increase, $2,535,481 was in real 
estate assessments. 

The items of the new tax levy 
were reported by Deutsch, as: 
Real estate, $27,644,771; personal 
property, $2,787,684; public utilities 
$1,218,599. Last year’s total levy 
of $29,048,292 was made up of: 
Real estate, $25,109,289; personal 
property, $2,758,182; and public 
utilities, $1,180,820 . The increase 
over last year. in the latter two 
items was $29,501 on personal 
property and $37,779 on public 
utilities. 

The present total of delinquent 
taxes was reported at $6,358,014, of 
which $1,519,073 is from last year 
and $4, for former years, 
1930-46 inclusive. Of the delin- 
quent total, real estate taxes are 
$3,031,813, and of the latter figure, 
$1,085,219 dates from 1947 and 51 
946,654 frém earlier years. Delin- 
quent taxes on personal property 
are $3,326,140, of which $433, 
was from last year and 11 
from earlier years. Deutsch re- 
ported that tax delinquency was 
decreasing.

Broadcasters to Hold Commercials 
To One Minute in Five in Evening 


LOS ANGELES, May 20 (AP)— 
The radio industry will begin 
operating July 1 under a voluntary 
code which sets up standards for 
programs and limits the time of 
commercial announcements. 

Directors of the National As- 
sociation of Broadcasters adopted 
yesterday the set of practices 
recommended by delegates to the 
twenty-sixth annual N. A. B. con- 
vention. These include: 

Regulations on news, public af- 
fairs, political, religious, children’s 
and crime programas, 

Limitation of advertising to one 
minute of every five in any given 
program during the prime listen- 
ing hours from 6 to 11 p.m. At 
other hours, limits range from one 
minute, 15 seconds for five-minute 
programs, to seven minutes for 
one hour shows. 

The N. A. B. board authorized a 
committee to study methods of 
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enforcing the code. The only 
board member to oppose the code 
was Ed Breen of Fort Dodge, Ia. 
Breen objected to cutting com- 
mercials. 

“Freedom of expression of opin- 
ion in broadcasts of controversial 
public issues should be carefully 
maintained,” the . broadcasters’ 
new code, said, adding: 

“If a person has suffered unfav- 
orable attacks by a commentator, 
analyst or other speaker, a rea- 
sonable time for reply shall be 
made available to him.”

By contrast, Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall has made clear

last two years or more,

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Hysteria Wins in the House 

The Sénate has often protected the American 
people from the consequences of hysteria in the 
House. It has just such an opportunity now that 
the lower chamber has passed the Mundt-Nixon 
bill to curb Communism by the.lopsided vote 
of 319 to 58. Among those who voted against 
passage were one Missourian, Karsten of St.

We have set out the dangers in this bill before 
in these columns.

The trouble with the Mundt-Nixon bill is not 

intent but its procedure. Its intent is to 
xpose and keep down the spread of Commu- 
nism in this country, just as our international 

licy is to keep down the spread of Commu- 
nism elsewhere in the world. 

But its procedure is a fearful thing. This bill 
would give the Attorney General the legal basis 
for the most dangerous kind of prosecutions. 
It would open the way for the harassment of 
minority opinion of every kind. Dozens of spon- 
sors of unpopular causes could be attacked as 
“Communist-front organizations.” It is even 
believed by some students of the bill that it 
would require the registration of Henry Wal- 
lace’s Progressive party as such an organization, 

It is an old saying that house should not 
be*burned down to fumigate the closet. Yet that 
is exactly the risk which the supporters of the 
Mundt-Nixon bill are willing to run. In a nut- 
shell, the Senate should reject the bill because 
it would attempt an unconstitutional regulation 
of the basic freedoms which are guaranteed by 
the Bill of Rights. 
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Just Across From Happiness 
Vast numbers of people live on “the border 
line of happiness,” according to Dr: Nicholas 
Hobbs, a Columbia University psychologist, who 


is absolutely right about it. 


His phrase is an excellent one, and describes 
a boundary which is familiar to most people. For 
the benefit, however, of those who have always 
been entirely happy, or entirely unhappy, we of- 
fer a few descriptive notes. 

The borderline of happiness is the small rift 
in the cloudy sky through which the sun seems 
eternally on the verge of breaking through. 

It is the salary that comes the very next thing 
to making ends meet. 

It is the fact which, waking up in the middle 
of the night and starting to worry about, you 
can almost remember. 

It is the one-thirty-second of an inch between 
the tip of your longest finger and the plate of 
biscuits. 

It is the nearly perfect word. 

It is the 14 seconds which would have enabled 
you to meet the beautiful, wise, witty, charming, 
and wealthy woman you would subsequently have 
woded and won if you had arrived that length 
of time before she left the party, instead of 
after. 

It is the exceedingly. minor premise which, if 
you. could only swallow it, would make you the 
most carefree of believers. 

It is the tip of the tongue, the little push that 
is all one needs, the rim of the bull’s-eye—the 
last split second before the water faucet drips 
again. 


Vivien’s Vexing Issue 

The battle between Miss Vivien Kellems, the 
Connecticut industrialist, and the Federal Gov- 
ernment, over the costs of collecting withhold- 
ing taxes, has entered something like the fourth 
round. : 

Miss Kellems’ bank in Westport has now 
turned over to the Government the $1685.40 
which the Government levied against her ac- 
count to satisfy a lien. The lien was in the 
amount of the withholding tax which Miss Kel- 
lems refused to pay. Since the feminine indus- 
trialist forewarned the bank not to turn the 
money over to the Government, she now doubt- 
less will take the legal action which she prom- 
ised. 

Miss Kellems took the position that the bank 
had no right to do anything with her company’s 
money except to protect it. Any payment 
which she did not authorize, she told the bank, 
would be a violation of its responsibility to 
guard the funds which she entrusted to it. 

All this sounds very much like the hidebound 


attitude of the industrial bourbon, even if she . 


is a Miss with the dashing first name of Vivien. 
Nevertheless, she and her company have a point. 
When industry meets the payroll required to col- 
lect the withholding tax, it assumes a tax col- 
lecting cost which amounts to a further Goyern- 
ment tax. If industry makes the coilection, it 
should be recognized as performing to that ex- 
tent a function of government. 

‘We hope Vivien Kellems will carry her case 
through to a final determination in the federal 
courts. Economic feudalist or not, she raises 
an issue that deserves a fair answer.

| In less than 30 years a Cleveland manufacturer dramatically slashed 
prices but at the same time enjoyed increased profits and paid 
unprecedented high wages; a congressional committee concludes 
that the secret lies in resolute use of incentives to produce more. 


From a Report of the Joint Committee on Labor-Management Relations 


The Lincoln Electric Co. is the largest 
manufacturer of arc-welding equipment in 
the world, The company states that its em- 
ployes are among the most efficient and 
greatest producers in the world. Lincoln's 
success in maintain- : 
ing high wages, full 
employment, high 
production, and low 
selling prices for 
more than 15 years 
attests to the sub- 
stance of this claim. 

1, Between 1921 and 
1947 the company 
achieved an 87 per 
cent reduction in the 
hours of direct labor 
required to manufac- 
ture an arc-welding 
machine, and be- 
tween 1919 and 1947 . 
it achieved a 96 per James F. Lincoln 
cent reduction in hours required to manu- 
facture an electrode. 


2. The selling price of a 200- ampere weld- 
ing machine decreased from $1500 to $230 
between 1931 and 1947. The selling price 
of a class E6010 electrode decreased from 
15 cents to 7 cents per pound. 

3. Between 1932 and 1947, while prices 
were declining, the output per man, or pro- 
ductivity, increased from $4000 to $28,000. 
If prices had not been reduced, this pro-

Without Special Advantages 


The company unhesitatingly attributes 
these achievements to the successful opera- 
tion of its incentive system. 


Company officials describe the work ‘of 


the great majority of the production em- 


ployes as semiskilled. The company denies 
that any special conditions exist which ac- 
count for the high productivity and wages 
or its demonstrated ability to undersell its 
competitors. Neither the industry nor the 
company is favored by tariff protection or 
other beneficial governmental regulation. 
The industry, it is asserted, is highly com- 
petitive. Among the competitors are such 
well-established companies as Westinghouse 
Electrical Corp., General Electric Co., Al- 
lis Chalmers, 

No union organization exists at the plant, 
and at no time has any union seriously at- 
tempted to organize the employes. 

The incentive system embraces and 
touches every phase of operations. At its 
core, (President James F.) Lincoln explains, 
it is an appeal directed to the basic instinct 
in every individual for self-expression. Ev- 
ery man wishes above all else to be recog- 
nized as a man among men, as a person 
who does his job better than the next man, 
and to be accorded recognition and rewards 
for such excellence. — 

Basic to Lincoin’s incentive system is the 
plece- rate method of wage payment, The 
piece rate, it is held, is the only method 
whereby, accurate payment can be made. 


Based on Piecework 


The piece rate must not be used as a de- 
vice to speed up work and it must not be 
used to obtain the same or greater produc- 
tion for less pay. Lincoln has made it an 
iron-clad rule never to cut a piece rate once 


it is set. 


The addition of the annual year-end bonus 
establishes the company’s claim of paying 
the highest industrial wages in the world. 
For the past several years it has equaled 
or surpassed the total wages paid during 
the year. The average bonus paid each em- 
ploye has steadily increased from $350 in 
1934 to more than $3000 in 1947, 


The amount of bonus depends upon the 
profitability of the enterprise. 

The bonus, the company insistently states, 
is not a gift or a present, It is not a ges- 
ture to buy the worker’s goodwill. Nvery 
cent of it, Lincoln claims, is earned and 
this fact is constantly brought to the atten- 
tion of those who receive it. 


The advisory board is an important ad- 


junct to the incentive system. Mr. Lincoln 
established the board in 1914 to give the 
company “the benefit of every worker's in- 
telligence in the management and advance- 
ment of the company.” 


The company attributes to the board such 
significant accomplishments as the installa- 
tion in 1915 of the price-rate system; the 
introduction of life insurance for all em- 
ployes in 1915; the adoption of a policy of 
paid vacations in 1920 when paid vacations 
were not common for manufacturing em- 
ployes; the introduction of the bonus sys- 


tem in 1931; and the establishment of an 


annuity retirement plan in 1936. 


Is It the Speed-Up? 


Duriag the 33 or more years in which the 
board has operated, President Lincoln has 
never exercised his veto power, Mr., Lin- 
coln states that all board members have the 
same fundamental ‘philosophy: (1) The 
company’s job is to make more and more 
of a better and better product at a lower 
and lower price; (2) a man should be re- 
warded in proportion to his contribution to 
the success of the company; (3) the con- 
sumer should receive the major portion of 
the savings. 


Lincoln permits its employes to 
stock. Approximately 67 per cent of the 
employes have bought stock. About one 
third of the shares are held by workers. 
The remaining two thirds is held about 
equally by President Lincoln and his broth- 
er, J. C. Lincoln. 


The employes have no employment status 
as the result of something like a collective 
agreement. Lincoln’s insistence, however, 
upon fair dealing and the importance which 
the company attributes to the retention of 
the employes’ confidence serves to prevent 
arbitrary discharge. 

Trade unions and others have sometimes 
charged that the company’s success is due 
to speed-up. In two days spent in the plant 
the investigators observed that the em- 
ployes worked steadily. There was no evi- 
dence of loafing or the marking of time. 
The company states that higher 


production . 
is the result of increased efficiency rather 


than increased speed and stresses that its 
employes work a 40-hour week without 
‘overtime. : 


High Level of Ingenuity 


The company has succeeded beyond ques- 
tion in stimulating the Interest of the em- 
ployes in their work. The ingenuity dis- 
played by the individual employe, his af- 
firmative sense of responsibility, and the 
number of suggestions submitted all attest 
to this fact, 

The company has made a further signal 
contribution in so far as employes’ securi- 
ty is concerned. It has succeeded in com- 
dining with the maintenance of steady em- 
ployment a practice of making frequent and 
drastic technological Finally, Mr. 
Lincoln's faith in the limitless abilities 
the average employe has given employes 
a sense of status and personal prestige. 

The accomplishment of the Lincoln Elec- 
tric Co. in rising from a Small concern to 
its present position in an industry where 
competition is with industrial giants is 
spectacular. It has been the result of in- 
centive managemen t.

NLRB Examiner Rules Em- 
ployes Restrained by Pick- 
ets Can’t Collect. 


WASHINGTON, May 20 (AP)— 
A National Labor Relations Board 
examiner refused yesterday to 
make a striking union pay non- 


cause pickets kept them from 
their jobs. 
The ruling is the first by an 
NLRB examiner on the question. 
The five-man board iteelt has not 
passed on it.

Would Take Delinquent Spouses to Socialized

IVORCE in this country will 
take on a totaliy different 
form, content and flavor if we 


‘live to see enacted into law the 


proposals submitted by represent- 
atives of the American Bar. Asso- 
ciation to the National Conference 
on Family Life, which met re- 
cently in Washington. 

“Our divorce laws,“ the A. B. A. 
report declares bluntly, are a 
mess, they are rotten, they have 
totally failed to- accomplish their 


declared objective, they aggravate ~ 


a condition that is already can- 
cerous. The lawyers are 
heartily ashamed of their enforced 
double-talk in advising clients 
about divorce; the judges are bit- 
ter about their impotence under 
existing procedures“. 

The 34-page documented re 
was prepared by an A. B. A. 
mittee on Divorce, Marriage and 
Related Laws, appointed at its 
Cleveland convention last Septem- 
ber. The committee of nine in- 
cludes a judge, a former judge, a 
former president of the American 
Bar Association, and otHer promi- 
nent attorneys. Its chairman is 
Reginald Heber Smith, Boston at- 
torney and vice president of the 
National ociation of Legal Aid 
organizations. Its vice chairman, 
who presented the document to 
the Washington meeting, is Judge 
Paul W. Alexander, presiding jus- 
tice of the Domestic Relations 
Court of Toledo. At a press con- 
ference Judge Alexander said he 
had presided “as mortician over 
2000 defunct marriages.” 

So that the problem will be con- 
sidered on the highest level, the 
committee suggests that “the 
President of the United States ap- 
point a commission of 10 or more 
citizens to re-examine our laws 
regulating both marriage and di- 
vorce” ... Outstanding leaders, 
it suggests, should be drawn from 
the fields of law, religion, medi- 
cine, education and sociology. 

As a blueprint for consideration 
by such a commission, the A.B.A. 
committee has drawn up a plan 
for family courts which would 
have sole jurisdiction over divorce 
and would be staffed with psy- 
chiatrists, psychologists, case 
workers and e counselors.

ALLING for such a reform of

It points out that Congress 
recently passed a divorce law for 
the District of Columbia, which 
excludes cruelty and habitual 
drunkenness as causes. Would 
that be acceptable,” it asks, “to 
the American people?” 

The report, Ju Alexander 
said, “seems to make a turning 
point in legal thinking about 
divorce.” It was indorsed by the 
20 delegates to the Legal Prob- 
lems Action Area Committee, for 
consideration by the 125 organiza- 
tions represented at the confer- 
ence. 

After these organizations have 
passed on the report, it will be 
presented to the A. B. A. convention 
in September in Seattle. Chairman 
Smith is confident that it will be 
approved, since he has had some 
300 commendatory letters from 
lawyers and judges, and “practi- 
cally no adverse comment.” The 
letters were written after his arti- 
cle “Dishonest Divorce,” appeared 
in the December 1947 “Atlantic 
Monthly,” and after his digest of 
the committee’s report was printed 
in the March issue of the Ameri- 
can Bar Association “Journal.”

Answer: Let me quote from a 
letter written to me several years 
ago Hywel C. Rowland, head of 
the Music Department of the Uni- 
versity of North Dakota: 

“In my younger days I lived in 
a town (in England) which had 
an old hostelry dating back to a 
little before the Tudor period. It 
had an inclosed innyard wherein- 
long ago, plays used to be staged. 

“On occasions when the players 
came, the manure pit, an inevit- 
able part of every innyard, had to 
be cleaned out so that the hostlers, 
grooms, stable boys, and gardeners 
could sit there on fresh, clean 
straw. 

“Surrounding the yard were the 
animals’ stalls and boxes. These 
were covered and would be out of 
the rays of the sun, thus providing 
better vantage point for the 
gentry. 

„Above these was a balcony, or 
gallery, where the village people 
could congregate. 

“Today, the ‘pit seats’ are im- 
mediately behind the stalls.““ 

In the Folger Library in Wash- 
ington, D. C., a replica of Shakes- 
peare’s famous Globe Theater may 
be seen, It is similar in plan to an 
innyard with an awning over it. 

The word orchestra originally 
designated a “dancing place,” 
from the Greek orcheisthai, “to 
dance.” In ancient Greek and Ro- 
man theaters the orchestra was a 
circular place in which the chorus 
performed. The word chorus, in 
Latin and Greek, meant a band of 
dancers, from the Greek choros,

From the Greek choros we also 
have the words choir, chorister, 
choral, and carol. 

Of course, in modern American 
usage, the pit is the sunken place 
before the stage. It is where the 
orchestra sits. “Pit” for ground 
floor seats does not occur in 
American usage.
